Was Niece Of Geo. Sayles; 
Father Kept Toll-House

The old toll house, ane 
during a visit here ten years ago, 
stood on what is today known as 
Tamarack Flat. 

According to Mrs. St. Clair, her 
uncle, George Swan, was a forty- 
niner in El] Dorado County and was 
interested in mining when he came | 
here. 

Meeting with some success, he 
sent a year later for his brother, 
William, Mrs. St. Clair’s father, who 
established a toll house about for- 
ty-six miles east of Placerville and 
built a road up: old Slippery Ford 
which, since the highway re-align- 
ment about ten years ago, is off the 
main highway.

PROPOSAL NOW 
INDER STUDY 


Plan Would Embrace All 
Men And Women Of All 
Classes, Conference Told 


WASHINGTON, (lP) — President 
Roosevelt predicted today that 
some form of universal government 
service on a compulsory basis will 
be proposed as applicable to all 
men and women of all classes. 

He said the plan is now being 
studied and added he may send it 
te congress in the form of a letter 
or message in from three to six 
weeks. 

The President discussed the plan 
at his press conference today and 
said the service would be military 
only in the broadest terms and 
probably would represent one year 
of compulsory training for all 
young Americans—women and men. 

The training, it was indicated 
would include: 

1. For combat service; 


2. For non-combat duty in un- 
iform behind the fighting lines such 
as maintaining communications; 

3. Non-uniform technical train- 
ing for work in industrial produc- 
tion essential to the support of a 
fighting Army; 

4. Conservation units to be 
trained in the conservation of es- 
sential natural resources in time of 
war,

WASHINGTON, (lP+—An econom- 
ic federation of American nations 
is planned by administration offi- 
cials as a defense against post-war 
penetration of this hemisphere from 
Europe.

\American Society of Agricultural 
Sciences organized last month at a 
meeting here of the American Sci- 
entific Congress. 

The United States has taken the
